2bl3 Green 
Ridge Dr . will finish one ma­ 
jor step toward adjustment to 
a lite of blindness when he steps 
up Thursday evening in the City 
Auditorium to receive his diplo­

His life was charged on Oct 
ll , 19k; 
when his drill struck 
an unexploded dynamite charge 
in a limestone q u am Shrapnel- 
like rock fragments destroyed 
his sight, ripped his face and 
body and shattered his foot

CC Professor 
To Launch Study 
On Kayak Cruise 


Prof James Enders™ of the 
Colorado College acology depart­ 
ment will spend half the sum­ 
mer in a IS - foot kayak cruis­ 
ing the livers of Alberta. Mon­ 
tana and Wyoming to study the 
breeding habits of the disap­ 
pearing Peregrine falcon 
Prof Enderson said the fal­ 
cons live in remote regions, 
usually along high bluffs over­ 
looking streams 
Some of the IS streams he will 
explore are the Missouri River 
the Yellowstone and the Red 
Deer and the Milk River in 
Alberta 
Scaling the strep cliffs from 
the rivers, the Colorado Col­ 
lege zoologist will record the 
number of Peregrine falcons in 
each nest, the general environ­ 
ment and their source of food 
“It is important to find out. 
if possible, why these falcons 
prefer some areas to others.’’ 
Professor Enderson said “This 
might give us a due as to why 
they are disappearing " 
Prof 
Enderson will conduct 
the study under a Colorado Col­ 
lege Summer Research Gran: 
He will spend about six weeks 
in TW Id work and the remainder

We have commented a num­ 
ber of times on the fallacious 
doctrine that under-game con­ 
tracts should not be doubled 
without

trump tricks A sounder policy 
is to double the opponents when 
you are quite convinced that 
they cannot fulfill the contract 
which they have undertaken, 
with the proviso, of course, th; 
you cannot score more points 
by going on with the bidding 
yourself 
Sometimes we aban­ 
don the luxury of strafing the 
opponents in favor of seeking 
richer harvests that a game or 
slam may yield 
In today's hand from a recent 
tournament, the South player 
made a penalty double of the 
adverse contract without the 
sign of a trump trick. 


North opened the bidding on 
a hand that most players would 
prefer to pass. It is worth only 
12 points. South chose to re­ 
spond with one heart. West over­ 
called with two diamonds and 
relieved North of the duty to 
speak. When it got back to 
South, he engaged in a little 
simple arithmetic. Since North 
had been unable to make a free 
rebid. it was highly improbable 
that his side could go game. 
Against the diamond contract, 
however, a number of tricks 
could be counted on. 
Since 
North had not supported hearts, 
it was not improbable that three 
tricks could be taken in that 
suit; the spade holding would, 
in conjunction with partner s 
holding, very probably produce 
a trick, and the opener could 
normally be counted upon to de­ 
velop three defensive tricks. On 
thfc count, the contract could 
be set two tricks, so South dou­ 
bled. 


The ten of hearts was opened. 
South won with the queen and 
returned a trump. North took 
with the ace and continued with 
a heart North ruffed the fourth 
round, cashed the ace of clubs, 
and got out with a trump. This 
forced declarer to lead away 
from his king of spades. The 
total casualties were four heart 
tricks, two spades, a dub, and 
a diamond. Down three! The 
500 points were a handsome re­ 
ward for North and South, who, 
it will be seen, could not rea­ 
sonably have scored a game.
